Vitamines play a large: part today 
in food and health matters, although 
there does not appear to be any gen- 
eral agreement regarding the nature 
and character of these supposedly in- 
dispensable elements or agencies. 
The vilamine’s existence is assumed 
and to bea nitrogenous substance 
that manifests its presence by an in- 
crease ia the strength and vigor of 
‘the individual ‘man or women who 
possesses. it in: sufficient. or ample 
supply. . If the individual is in robust 
health and strength overflowing with 
animal spirits and activities, then he 
or she is credited with that desirable 
condition. This all-important sub- 
stance is supposed to be . present in 
certain kinds-of food and absent or 
ficient in others, so that it becomes 
a business of real ‘interest and .con- 
cern to discover’ where the yitamine 
can best be found and assimilated. 
Scientists at Johns Hopkins, it was 
recently announced, have found out 
that sunlight produres vitamines in 
the human system if the individual is 
‘sufficiently exposed to the rays, of the 
great luminary that rules the . days. 
‘Suniight, therefore, increases health 
and strength in a more direct and 
telling. way, than the popular. but 
somewhat vague idea that has hither.
